Our painstaking analysis of the more than three 
hundred legal reserve life insurance companies now 
operating in the United States, based upon their state- 
ments as of December 31, 1934, has revealed facts which 
emphasize very strongly the vital importance to such in- 
stitutions of capable and honest management. It is a 
fact, which we have frequently pointed out in recent 
months, that, although the atmosphere of the business 
has been considerably improved by the retirement of 
more than thirty-five weak companies during the last 
few years, numerous additional companies are continuing 
to operate, though in weak or actually insolvent condi- 
tion.

and the public generally. The men whose incompetence 
or dishonesty or greed, or combinations of all three, 
wrecked the companies under their management, and 
caused their policyholders loss of scores of millions of 
dollars, were confronted by precisely the same operating 
problems which have successfully been met by the hon- 
est and able men operating the sound companies to 
which we have referred. The companies that failed and 
the companies that succeeded operated under identically 
the same legal codes, but the officers of some of those 
which failed took advantage of loopholes in the insur- 
ance codes, with results disastrous to the policyholders, 
whose trust they betrayed and whose money they squan- 
dered ; the officers of the successful companies obeyed 
not only the letter but the spirit of the laws designed to 
safeguard policyholders, exercised sound judgment and 
never for a moment forgot that they were trustees of 
other people’s money. 

Again and again we have emphasized in our publica-

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TWENTY YEAR ACTUAL NET COSTS 


N the following pages appear tables showing the 

actual cost to the policyholders of policies issued 
in the year 1915. These are shown for ordinary life, 
twenty pay life, and twenty year endowment. Only 
the “net” cost is shown—that is premiums less divi- 
dends actually paid. 

An interesting comparison is possible between the 
costs shown by companies on this achieved basis with 
those predicated on the present scale of dividend pay- 
ments, The increase in dividends made before 1929 
by many companies has since been followed by sharp 
reductions, so that, on the average, the actual history 
shows a lower cost than the present scale. That the 
“history” basis is much more suitable for comparing 
policy costs has been proved conclusively in recent 
years. This is natural, because it is in effect merely an 
average of a number of “present scales,’ and draws 
its stability from this characteristic of all averages. 
For example, the average cost on the “history” basis 
on Ordinary Life 3% was $19.80 in 1933, $19.85 in 
1934, and now is $19.77, a variation of only 8 cents. 

There are three tables. The first (Table A) shows 
all the data on all the companies listed, and ranks 
companies alphabetically. Reference should be made 
first to this. The second table (Table B) ranks com- 
panies in the order of low cost for those continuing 
their policies, and for these the cash value is of no 
importance. However, because companies operating 
on a 3% reserve basis have to set up a higher reserve 
(at age 35 on ordinary life the figures are $328 to 
$311), thus taking more of the premium than is used 
for the purpose by the 344% companies, we have made 
a separate list of them. It should be noted that if 
policies are carried to death or maturity there is no 
difference between the two systems since on both, the 
reserve eventually equals the face of the policy and 
the money put into it is the same. The third table

(Table C) is for surrendered policies and here the cash 
value is deducted. Life policies should never be sured 
rendered unless this is unavoidable for a second expense 
charge (including a second agent’s commtission) is in. 
evitably the result of replacement. 


In the consideration of the accompanying tables, the 
following facts must be remembered: (1) that other 
considerations besides net cost influence policy desira- 
bility; (2) that these tables are based on actual policy 
histories, over conditions which will not be repeated, 
and consequently do not form any basis for forecasting: 
(3) the cost of a policy should always be considered 
together with the benefits allowed, and while similar 
policies are taken, there is no effort made to ensure 
that provisions are identical; (4) that no company can 
make a showing here which has not had participating 





(5) that as 
data is taken from Best’s Illustrations, some companies 


policies issued for at least twenty years; 


are omitted which did not furnish figures, due to changes 
in policy forms, methods of valuation, etc.; (6) that 





as interest is not—and cannot be—taken into considera- 
tion, there are concealed differences between high pre- 
mium and low premium companies and between vary- 
ing dividend scales; (7) that as the list is limited to 
the older and larger companies it comprises a group 
at the top, and a position at the bottom of the table 
is still a very good one. 

Naturally the Presbyterian Ministers is not open to 
the insuring public, and data is shown for interest only. 
It does not appear in the ranking Tables B and C, where 
its position would be No. 1, but only on Table A. 

These tables must be taken for what they are—rank- 
ings by approximate net cost only—and all of the above 
considerations should be carefully studied. With these 
kept in mind, we believe that they will prove of interest 
and value.

OUR GOVERNMENT DEFICIT 

In the years 1920-1930, our Government had a yr. 
plus from its operation every year. This was a true 
surplus, and did not arise from juggling the accounts, 
or separating some of the expenditures into a class 
where they are not counted, etc. It must also be re. 
membered that the Government's fiscal year is June 
30th to June 30th. In 1931, however, there was q 
deficit of $903,000,000 which raised the gross national 
debt to $16,800,000,000 in round figures, the previous 





high being in 1919 with approximately $25,500,000,000, 
following the world war financing. In 1932 the deficit 
jumped to $3,153,000,000; in 1933 $3,068,000,000: in 
1934, $3,989,000,000; and in 1935 and 1936 budget 
deficits are estimated of $3,423,000,000 and $4,529. 
000,000. As of June 30, 1934, the Government debt 
was $27,000,000,000 ; and is estimated in the middle of 
1936 to reach $35,000,000,000 approximately. 

The borrowing capacity limit of the United States 
has been estimated by various financial authorities to 
lie between $40,000,000,000 and $50,000,000,000, so that 
we are rapidly approaching that limit. When the limit 
is reached, automatically excess relief expenditures will 
stop, and the people who now depend upon them for their 
livelihood, will starve.

tions that mere size is not necessarily important; that 
many relatively small companies scattered throughout 
the country are thoroughly sound and reliable. 

In these times, when apparently ours is the only voice 
raised publicly in protest against the stupidities or dis- 
honesties revealed by study of the condition of many life 
insurance companies and against the intolerable injustice 
of permitting unsound life insurance companies to prey 





upon the public, it seems to us that fairness requires that 
we call attention to the other side of the picture, as 
above set forth. 

So far as this organization is concerned, there will be 
no let-up in our effort to expose such bad conditions, 
whether we do or do not receive the co-operation in that 
effort to which we are so clearly entitled.

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CONTROLLED PROSPECTING 


From the Manager's Magazine (L. I. S. R. B.) 
for July-August 


In the November-December (1934) issue of the Managers’ 
- agazine, there appeared an article on “Controlled Prospecting” 
by J. A. Sully, District Manager for the London Life at Winni- 
peg. The ideas contained in this article apparently appealed to 
Henry Bossert, Jr., Manager of the Agency Research Depart- 
ment of the Provide nt Mutual, who tried them out with his 
company’s salesmen on their April 1935, business. 

The data appearing herewith are based on questionnaires 
completed in 590 cases which represent 56% of all applications 
submitted to the Provident Mutual Home Office during that 
month. A brief summary of the facts deduced from the study 
follows: 

1. More than one-third of the prospects written were secured 
from personal acquaintances of the agent. 

2. Very nearly as many resulted from business acquaintances 
of the agent. 

3. The sum of (1) and (2) represents about 75% of all 
contracts. 

4. A warning that these sources are not being used enough 
is contained in the fact that names of new prospects were se- 
cured from the applicants themselves in only about 30% of 
the cases; two or more prospects were secured in only 12% 
of the cases. 

5. More than one-third of the cases were closed on the first 
interview; more than one-half were closed within one week or 
less from the time of the first canvass. Over 70% were closed 
within six weeks. More than 90% of the cases required three 
or less interviews. The average number of interviews per ap- 
plication was two. 

6. Settlement was obtained with about 60% of the cases; full 
or partial cash settlement with nearly 30%. 

79% of the applications were secured from persons not 
previously insured by the agent. This rather high percentage 
may have been partly due to an old policyholders’ drive in 
February; then, too, some of the applicants were doubtless 
old policyholders of the company but not of the agent’s. In 
any event, this indicates the importance of new contacts.

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WHO BUYS INSURANCE? 


Many Classifications Showing Betterment 


D EFINITE economic trends of importance to life insurance 
company officials and agents are indicated by the semi- 
annual buyers survey of 10,164 persons who applied for life 
insurance in June, results of which were announced this week 
by the American Service Bureau of Chicago. Most significant, 
according to President Lee N. Parker, is the increase in number 
of applications from farmers and ranchers, who forged to first 
place with an increase of 17% numerically over the June, 1934 
analysis and a 40% increase compared with the survey of last 
December. This fact, combined with steady increase shown 
in number of country housewives applying for life insurance 
during the past year clearly indicates the betterment of farmers’ 
and ranchers’ financial condition, undoubtedly due in part to 
government aid and also to improved agricultural conditions. 


Sustained buying of life insurance during the past year 
among those engaged in farming and manufacturing industries, 
government service, teaching profession, automotive and build- 
ing trades and many miscellaneous occupations, combined with 
slight increase in average size of policy during June, 1935, 
compared to a year ago indicates encouraging stability in buying 
power and continued direction of carnings into the purchase 
of life insurance. 


Students and housewives still constitute two of the leading 
groups in insurance buyers. Housewives moved from second 
place to third place in the six months, showing a slight de- 
crease particularly among city housewives for the six months, 
while country housewives have shown steady increase during 
the past year from 238 in June, 1934 to 284 in June, 1935.

The Bureau’s survey shows an average amount applied for 
of $1,919.00 as compared with $1,858.00 in June, 1934. There 
were 6,496 new insurance buyers out of the 10,164, this figure 
not including 565 children under 7 years of age. This was 
68% new buyers while in December, and June, 1934, the ratio 
was 66%. Only 683 of the 10,164 cases reviewed showed other 
insurance Owned in the company applied to, while 2,420 had 
insurance in other life insurance companies. A material in- 
crease in the amount of insurance carried was indicated jp 


the average figure for this June of $5,386.00 compared to June, 
1934 of $4,066.00. 


Tabulation according to average size policy applied for shows 
that bank and loan company officials forged from seventh to 
first place in the six months period, displacing investment 
brokers and salesmen as largest average-policy buyers of life 
insurance. The financial men averaged $10,450.00, well above 
attorneys, who were second with $7,844.00, both classifications 
showing substantial increase from average of last survey of 
$5,713.00 and $5,073.00, respectively. 


Jewelry store owners and jewelers were third, with an average 
policy of $7,444.00, while oil producers, executives and owners 
were fourth, their average being $7,000.00 compared to $7,013.00 
six months ago. Executives and owners in the manufacturing 
industries showed substantial increase in the average policy 
applied for, $6,913.00 compared to $5,465.00 six months ago. 
Sales, production and research engineers showed both numeri- 
cally and in average size of policy, increased activity and re- 
turns for this group. 


Life insurance agents exhibited their ability to take it as well 
as to give it, showing an average policy of $4,202.00 against 
$3,369.00 six months ago. 


Other classifications apply for greater amounts on the aver- 
age were: Hardware store owners and employees, those work- 
ing in the post office service, miscellaneous United States 
Government employees, ice and coal dealers, laundry owners 
and employees, clothing and drygoods store owners and em- 
ployees, furriers, building contractors, automobile sales agency 
owners and managers, commission and import brokers, etc., etc. 


Interesting possibilities in preparing and selling more com- 
plete life insurance programs are found in the higher brackets 
of insurance carried. Attorneys averaged $68,342.00, which 
with the $7,844.00 average applied for, gives them an average 
total of $76,186.00. They appeared to be fairly well insured. 
Manufacturing executives and owners, however, had $21,625.00 
average insurance and $6,913.00 applied for, or a total of $28,- 
538.00. Physicians and surgeons show an average of insurance 
carried, plus applied for, of $22,099.00. Investment brokers, 
$22,437.00, dentists, $15,012.00, oil men, $21,400.00, automobile 
agency executives and proprietors, $15,911.00. 


Many of the classifications appear still to be underinsured in 
view of their positions of responsibility. 


The Bureau's tabulation by number of risks reviewed shows 
those engaged in manufacturing to be in fourth place, children 
under 7 years of age next, then in relative order, numerically: 
Government employees, teachers, automobile filling and service 
stations, oil producers and refiners, building trades, garages, 
printing, publishing and advertising; insurance agents, truck 
operators and drivers, restaurants, grocery owners and em- 
ployees, quarry and mine employees, automobile sales agencies, 
department store owners and employees, meat dealers, account- 
ants and bookkeepers, stenographers and office clerks, cleaners, 
pressers, tailors and seamstresses, wholesale commission and 
import houses, physicians and surgeons, wholesale jobbers and 
manufacturers agents, drug store owners and employees, bakers 
and employees, lumber dealer operators and employees, chain 
store employees, clothing, drygoods stores, hotels, attorneys, 
banks and finance companies and engineers. 
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PASSING OF N. R. A. 


The struggle that the Administration forces have had 
in attempting to extend the skeleton N. R. A., even with 
important concessions to its critics, for another two 
years, the rising tide of criticism against its fundamental 
provisions in the press of the country, the declaration 
by the Supreme Court of the United States as uncon- 
stitutional of all its major points, all mark the passing 
of this remarkable piece of so-called ‘“‘Recovery”’ legis- 
lation. 

When this Act was first adopted, the writer was 
among those who criticized its fundamental economic 
principles, and was roundly denounced by several of our 
subscribers for so doing. Nevertheless, an Act founded 
on such hopelessly incorrect economic principles could 
never succeed, even with the genius of a General John- 
son, and a wave of popular hysteria, to put it across. 


The criticisms made of N. R. A. at that time have 
been proved correct by the passage of time. The recent 
report of the National Bureau of Economic Research— 
one of the few organizations in this country that delve 
has 





into the inner-workings of our economic system 





confirmed all the diagnosed faults of the system, and the 
general attitude of the country would indicate that these 
are now fast becoming common knowledge. The 
Bureau is a non-political organization whose sole busi- 
ness it is to make reports on our economic life, and 
these reports which issue at irregular periods, are al- 
ways extremely illuminating. The latest one entitled 
“Aspects of Manufacturing Operations During Recov- 
ery,” analyzes the current recovery in two aspects, that 
before, and after, the adoption of the N. R. A. Codes. 
It indicates a revival which is generally similar to those 
of the past except in one very important particular— 
that of wages. Whereas, in four previous periods com- 
pared (one of them including the current revival before 
the adoption of the Code) wages were up somewhere 
around 17%, they were boosted 65% by N.R.A. In 
the words of the Bureau report: “These advancing 
costs impeded a downward adjustment of the real prices 
of manufactured goods, an adjustment imperatively 
necessary if the foundations of a lasting recovery were 


to be laid.” The adoption of the Code was followed

credit, the gold value of the dollar, 
and similar subterfuges are all in- 
evitably doomed to failure. They 
may temporarily mislead the 
people, but in the words of a 
great President, “You cannot fool 
all the people all of the time.” 
Now that the futility of promises 
of immediate re-employment in a 
golden industrial age are becoming 
recognized by the general popula- 
tion, the government is turning to 
another idea—of great popular ap- 
peal, and of equally great popular 
disillusionment at the end. We are 
told that the government will make 
every one secure—that if you don't 
want to work, you will be placed 
on relief, and that in your old age 
you will be granted a pension. This 
is all delightful, were it possible, 
but, unfortunately, it is not pos- 
sible for this nation or any other 
to support any considerable propor- 
tion of its population in idleness, 
or to do more than the barest mini- 
mum for those who are too old to 
work. Nevertheless, so long as the 
people prefer to chase rosy will-o- 
the-wisps, in preference to getting 
to work, there will continue to be 
new Utopias offered to them, and 
prophets will arise to base their 
power on the fact that “you can 
fool some of the people all of the 
time.” 

Yet in the long run, the common 
sense of the American people is 
sure to assert itself.

Under either 
plan, once the policy was surrendered or the loan made, 
the proceeds belong to the policyholder. He could have 


invested it for the beneficiary or not, as he chose. 


“It was,” concluded the Court, “manifestly 
fair, misleading and deceptive to represent that 
beneficiary would get the $25,000 cash value of 
old policy under plaintiff's plan, but would not

Mr. Morton in his letter had also claimed that Mr. 
Sullivan was guilty of rebating by permitting an an- 
nual premium to be paid in monthly installments with- 
out charging interest on the deferred payments. The 
court held that this did not constitute rebating as de- 
fined by the statute and inasmuch as Mr. Morton had 
given the facts upon which the charge of rebating was 
made and those facts did not establish a violation of 
law, the statement was not libelous.

LIFE INSURANCE SALES 


According to the Life Insurance Sales Research Bureau, 
sales of life insurance are somewhat more spotty by geo- 
graphical distribution. The lowest section with 71% for 
June is the Mountain States, and the best section with 95%, 
the Pacific States, of Washington, Oregon and California. 
The Mountain States, however, have an average for six 
months of 97% and, indeed, the six months’ averages show 
not so much variation for the different sections of the 
country.

RULING NO. 7—JULY 
To All Fraternal Societies: 
The following is an opinion received from Honorable 
William H. Wright, Attorney General, on June 17, 1935. 


5, 1935 


“In reply to your letter of June 4, inquiring whether 
fraternal societies are required by statute to have their 
applicants undergo a medical examination before issuing 
certificates thereon, it is our opinion that under Sections 
44-802, 44-235 and 44-1239, Compiled Statutes of Nebraska, 
fraternal societies must give their applicants a medical 
examination before certificates can be issued to them.” 


This opinion was in reply to a question as to whether or 
not a fraternal society domiciled in Nebraska could write 
non-medical business in a foreign state. It, therefore, applies 
to all business of Nebraska societies and to the Nebraska 
business of foreign societies. 

Kindly govern the future issuance of certificates in accord- 
ance herewith.

Rules on Voluntary Assessment Benevolent Societies 


Under the authority of an opinion issued by Attorney General P. 
O. Sathre under date of June 29th, 1935, on the grounds of public 
policy, and to protect the interests of members of assessment benev- 
operating on the voluntary contribution plan, the 
following rules and regulations are promulgated and adopted by the 
Department of Insurance of the State of North Dakota, for the super- 
vision of such societies, their officers and agents:

(a) The certificate of membership shall state fully the conditions 
on which the benefit shall be paid, which shall be confined to a 
death benefit to the beneficiary of the deceased member, not ex- 
ceeding $1000. 


(b) The death benefit shall be entirely contingent in amount on 
the proceeds of a post-mortem assessment levied on the membership. 
No reserve fund may be accumulated, prior to occurrence of death, 
to guarantee payment of any death claim. 


(c) The membership fee collected shall not exceed $5.00, which

(f) Membership certificates, together with full information as to 
the plan of operation shall be submitted to the Commissioner of In- 
surance for his determination as to compliance with these regulations. 
On and after September 1, 1935, no such certificate shall be issued

(g) Assessment benevolent societies now doing business, shall effect 
full compliance with these 


regulations on or before September 1, 
1935. Failure to comply 


shall make the officers and solicitors of 
such societies liable to the penalties provided by the insurance laws 
of North Dakota.

Prudential Figures 

The Prudential Insurance Company has called to our at- 
tention the fact that in our Net Cost Tables based on pres- 
ent dividend scales, no footnote or other credit was given 
the Prudential for the fact that its policies contained a 
waiver of premium disability benefit. All the company’s poli- 
cies are issued including this privilege, which is usually 
charged for in the case of other companies. 

In the following figures the Prudential has deducted a 
modest amount for its waiver of premium disability—an 
amount considerably less than that for which any company 
would issue a similar benefit today. 

We have checked the figures to our ranking tables and 
find that on the table of continuing policies (Table B) these 
figures would give the Prudential first place on 20 Year En- 
dowment, third place on 20 Payment Life and _ twentieth 
place on Endowment at 85. On the table of surrendered 
policies (Table C), it would have second place on 20 Year 
Endowment, seventh place on 20 Payment Life and thir- 
teenth place on Endowment at 85.

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BOOK REVIEWS 


Maclean’s “Life Insurance”—4¢th Edition 


The new, fourth edition of LIFE INSURANCE by Joseph 
B. Maclean, Associate Actuary, The Mutual Life Insurance 
Company of New York is now available. The price of the 
book remains at $4.00, although the new edition contains 60 
pages more than the previous one. 

LIFE INSURANCE is a volume in the McGraw-Hill In- 
surance Series, of which Ralph H. Blanchard, Professor of 
Insurance, Columbia University, is editor. 

Mr. Maclean’s book has been the standard text in the 
subject since the first edition was published in 1924. The 
present edition brings the book completely up-to-date. 

The chapters have been revised as ‘follows: 

1—Chapter I (Elementary principles). Entirely rewritten 
and simplified. 

2—Chapter III (Kinds of Policies). A description of Re- 
tirement Annuities and other similar contracts and a discus- 
sion of Participating Annuities have been added. 

3—Chapter VIII (Terms of the Policy). Reference is 
made to the many recent changes in the basis of and terms 
for cash and other surrender values. A description of “Rein- 
statement by redating” has been added. 

4—Chapter IX (Selection of Risks). A more extensive 
reference to the treatment of extra hazard from aviation and 
in connection with the liquor industry is made, in view of 
greatly increased importance. 
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5—Chapter XI (Dividends). Special reference made to diyi- 
dends on annuities. 

6—Chapter XII (The Assets). Full discussion of recent de- 
velopments in regard to the valuation of securities, both in 
U. S. and Canada. 

7—Chapter XIII (The Annual Statement). A more de- 
tailed explanation of the Limitation of Expenses. 

8—Chapter XIV (Special Benefits). Discussion of recent 
changes in the basis for rates and reserves for the “Double 
Indemnity Benefit.” 

9—Chapter XV (Group Insurance). A new section added 
dealing with Group Annuities. 

10—Chapter XVIII (Regulation and Taxation). Changes 
made to concur with most recent laws and rulings of the 
Revenue Department. Application of Gift Tax to Life In- 
surance Policies and Annuities. 

11—Chapter XX (Historical Development). Additional 
matter added dealing with special developments during the 
depression, including the Moratorium on Cash and Loan 
Values, Inflation, Mortgage Moratorium Laws and the Invest- 
ment situation, and changes in Reserve bases. 

In addition, reference has been made in many places to con- 
ditions and practices in Canada. These include such matters 
as governmental regulation, investment laws, annual statement 
and development of policy provisions. 

Appendices have been brought up-to-date where necessary 
and a specimen announcement of the Group Annuity Plan has 
been added.

Yort Dies 

J. P. Yort, vice president of the Acacia Mutual Life Insurance 
Company and a widely known figure in national insurance circles, 
died July 8 in Washington, D. C. Mr. Yort had been in failing 
health for several months, but remained at his desk until recently 
when he was admitted to Garfield Hospital, there, for treatment. 

At the time of his death, Mr. Yort was vice president as well as 
being in charge of the field department of Acacia. He also was a 
director of the company. 

Born October 22, 1879 in Denmark, Mr. Yort was educated at 
the University of Copenhagen, specializing in advanced mathemati- 
cal and statistical studies. He held the posts of assistant actuary, 
secretary, field superintendent, and actuary with leading Danish 
life insurance companies during the years 1904 to 1913, and held 
membership in Danish actuarial societies. From 1914. to 1916, 
Mr. Yort served as actuary with the Continental Life Insurance 
Company of Utah, joining the Acacia Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany in 1917, also as actuary. In 1919 he was in addition named 
secretary of the company. In 1932 he was elected vice president. 

Mr. Yort was always a student. He was an omnivorous reader. 
His actuarial library numbered more than one thousand volumes, 
in Danish, German, French, and English.

New Limited Period Double Protection Policy 

The Aetna Life is now issuing a new Limited Period Double 
Protection policy on the non-participating plan. The policy pro- 
vides for payment of the sum insured at death but with a provision 
that the amount of insurance payable will be doubled if death 
occurs within the double protection period which may be ten, 
fifteen or twenty years from the date of the policy. 

The premium rates shown are for a single sum insured of $1,000 
which amount is doubled during the double protection period. 
Level premiums are payable throughout life, there being no change 
in premium rate after the double protection period expires. The 
policy is issued only at ages 16 to 55 on the 10 Year Plan, 16 to 50 
on the 15 Year Plan, and 16 to 45 on the 20 Year Plan. 

The extended insurance available upon default in payment of 
premium will be for an amount equal to the single sum insured 
and will not be doubled during the double protection period. The 
amount of paid-up insurance is not doubled during the double 
protection period. 

Premium rates for short term insurance and the extra premiums 
for sub-standard insurance will be based on the total amount at 
risk at the time the policy is issued. The policy cannot be changed 
to other forms of insurance. 

The policy may be issued with disability and double indemnity 
provisions. 

The benefit under the double indemnity provision is an additional 
amount equal to the single sum insured. 

The rates at ages 25, 35 and 45 are as follows, per $1,000, on the 
10 Year Plan: $18.40, $24.23, $36.94; on the 15 Year Plan, $19.70, 

25.90 and $40.66; on the 20 Year Plan, $20.87, $27.75 and $44.84.

F. A. Heath and E. W. Larson, for a short time officers of this 
company, who purchased control from the previous management, 


plead guilty in criminal court to a charge of conspiracy to embezzle 
funds from the company, and both were given jail terms. 
A Receiver was appointed hurriedly for the company, and has 


not yet announced any plan for reinsurance, or other disposition 
which may be made of its affairs. 


Report of Examination 
The company was examined as of February 28, 1935, by the In- 
surance Departments of the States of Colorado, Nebraska and 
Wyoming. The report, which is reproduced here in its important 
references, was signed by the examiners for Nebraska and Wyo- 
ming but not by the Colorado representative. Colorado did not 
concur on the valuations of certain assets.

According to your instructions an examination has been made of 
the books, records and affairs of the 


American Life Insurance Company 
with Home Office located at 310 Denver National Bank Building, 
Denver, Colorado, and the following Report is submitted thereon. 


History 

The Company was incorporated February 10, 1910 under the laws 
of the State of Colorado and was authorized to do business on 
October 7, 1911 as a life insurance company. At the time of incor- 
poration, the company was designated as the German-American 
Life Insurance Company, the name being changed March 28, 1917. 

On May 11, 1934 Mr. James C. Burger and his associates sold 
their stock in the Company and retired therefrom as both officers 
and directors. The stock sold amounted to approximately 86,900 
shares, which stock was purchased by Heath, Larson & Company. 
Your examiners are informed by Mr. Burger that at the time he 
and his associates sold their stock interests, he received a certified 
check of Mr. Louis Mack in the amount of $216,000.00. Mr. Burger 
further informs your examiners that this sum of money was some- 
what deficient. Hence, on the same day, he received a certified 
check from Heath, Larson & Company for an additional $1,250.00. 
Mr. Burger and his associates sold their stock at a price of $2.50 
per share. 

As soon as the old officers and directors had resigned and the 
new officers and directors were elected, the Company issued its 
check No. 65947 in the amount of $100,000.00 to the Republic Mutual 
Insurance Company, purchasing therewith $100,000.00 worth of cer- 
tificates of indebtedness which were issued by the Republic Mutual 
Insurance Company and which were presumably secured by capital 
stock of the American Life Insurance Company. On the same day, 
namely, May 11, 1934, the Company also issued its check No. 65948 
payable to Heath, Larson & Company in the amount of $118,182.33 
in payment for various bonds, as will be explained in detail else- 
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where in this Report. On May 14, 1934 the Company issued its 
check No. 66001 in the amount of $20,000.00 payable to the Republic 
Mutual Insurance Company in payment for additional certificates 
of indebtedness of said Republic Mutual Insurance Company. The 
Republic Mutual Insurance Company was at that time controlled 
by Heath, Larson & Company and is now in receivership. Also, 
on May 11, 1934, which was the day of the sale of the stock 
holdings of Mr. Burger and his associates, said Heath, Larson & 
Company issued its check No. 6502, payable to the order of the 
Denver National Bank in the amount of $216,000.00 and your ex- 
aminers are informed that this $216,000.00 was used to repay Mr. 
Louis Mack the $216,000.00 that he had on the same day paid to 
Mr. James C, Burger and his associates for the purchase of the 
stock 

It is alleged, and your examiners have been so informed that 
Mr. Louis Mack received the sum of $20,000.00 from Heath, Larson 
& Company for the use of his certified check. 

On June 19, 1934 the officers of the American Life Insurance 





Company incorporated the Denver General Agency Company. The 
latter company gave its note to the American Life Insurance 
Company in the amount of $121,000.00 for which it received the 
$120,000.00 in certificates of indebtedness of the Republic Mutual 
Insurance Company then owned by the American Life Insurance 
Company. These certificates of indebtedness were then turned over 
to the Republic Mutual Insurance Company and the Denver General 
Agency Company received therefor some 48,000 shares of the capital 
stock of the American Life Insurance Company. 

The Denver General Agency Company then initiated a campaign 
to sell this stock to the policy holders of the American Life In- 
surance Company at $5.00 per share, using the loan value of the 
policy to pay for the stock thus purchased by the policy holders. 
These stock sales to policy holders amounted to upwards of $200,- 
000.00, but as of February 28, 1935 only approximately $160,000.00 
of these stock liens were still in force. 

All of the stock of the Denver General Agency Company amount- 
ing to $20,400.00 is owned by the American Life Insurance Company.

Under date of June 9, 1934, the Company issued a check in the 
amount of $2,000.00 payable to C. W. Helser, which check was 
properly endorsed by Mr. Helser. The voucher supporting this 
check gives no explanation of the reason for the disbursement, 
same being merely charged to “Pending Items’. It was det rmined, 
however, that on that particular date Mr. Helser bought S00 shares 
of stock that formerly belonged to Mr. V. L. Tickner. 7s21% of 
these 800 shares still stand in the name of Mr. Helser. They 
under date of July 3, 1934 the Denver General Agency Company 
issued its check payable to C. W. Helser in the amount of $2,008.99, 
This check was endorsed over to the American Life Insurance 
Company by Mr. Helser and was used to clear the Pending Item 
account just mentioned of the $2,000.00 charge and give the com 
pany $8.00 interest.

Company sent the American Life Insurance Company a check in 
the amount of some $7,000.00 in payment of the above mentioned 
collateral loan, but that this check was not honored.

then, in turn, issued its check above referred to and paid off 
Heath, Larson & Company’s loan from the American Life Insur- 
ance Company. However, the voucher supporting check No. 318 
of the Denver General Agency Company shows that $7,000.00 was 
charged to the American Life Insurance Company account on the 
books of the Denver General Agency Company and the remaining 
$1.56 was charged to miscellaneous office expense on the books of 
the Denver General Agency Company. As soon as the $7,000.00 
was charged to the account of the American Life Insurance Com- 
pany on the books of the Denver General Agency Company, it 
immediately became an asset of the Denver General Agency Com- 
pany and a liability of the American Life Insurance Company. 
However, the account of the American Life Insurance Company 
on the books of the Denver General Agency Company was balanced 
off and cleared before the end of 1934 by various and sundry other 
transactions. Hence, it would appear to your examiners that, in 
the final analysis, the American Life Insurance Company paid this 
$7,000.00 charge. 

On August 21, 1934, the Board of Directors approved a mortgage 
loan in the amount of $8,000.00 to Mr. W. F. Scheuneman, who at 
that time was an employee of the Company. The check in payment 
of this mortgage loan is No. 67197 and is payable to Van Schaack 


Button an employee of 
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August 1, 1955 
& Company. It subsequently developed that Mr. Scheuneman was 
merely a “straw man”, as this property was in reality purchased 
py Mr. C. W. Helser, and the loan of $8,000.00 is for the full 
purchase price. This is Mr. Helser’s present residence and is 
jocated at 627 Franklin Street, Denver, Colorado. Prior to the 
jssuance of the check in payment for this property, same was 
appraised by Mr. A. R. Seebass, Jr. at $16,000.00. 

Shortly after Mr. Helser purchased his residence in the manner 
above outlined, he bought furniture and furnishings therefor from 
Daniels & Fisher Stores Company of Denver in the amount of 
some $3,200.00. The Company had bought office furniture and 
draperies, rugs, linoleum, ete. from Daniels & Fisher Stores Com- 
pany for their offices so that Mr. Helser had the above household 
furniture for his house placed on the Company’s bill in order, as 
he explained to your examiners, to secure a discount on the pur- 
chase of this furniture. The Company paid its portion of the bill 
on October 29, 1934 in the amount of $995.20. A $500.00 payment 
was made on Mr. Helser’s portion of the furniture bill on November 
16, 1934. This payment was made by a personal check of Mr. 
Helser’s so your examiners were informed by an official of the 
store. On the same day, namely, November 16, 1934, Mr. C. W. 
Helser secured $1,000.00 from the Denver General Agency Company 
as evidence by its check No. 471, said $1,000.00 being charged to 
Notes Receivable and being secured by American Life Insurance 
Company Stock. On January 8, 1935, the Company issued its check 
No. 69146 to the order of Daniels & Fisher Stores Company in the 
amount of $1,000.00. This check was signed by C. W. Helser as 
President and A. R. Seebass, Jr., as Treasurer, and a notation on 
the back thereof reads as follows: “Payment on furniture, C. W. 
Helser, $1,000.00." The voucher supporting this check shows that 
this money was charged to “Advances to Officers and Employees.” 
Daniels & Fisher Stores Company now hold a chattel mortgage 
executed by Mr. Helser personally to cover the unpaid balance 
on the household furniture. 

On January 31, 1935 the Company issued its check to Mr. Helser 
in the amount of $300.00, said check being cashed by Mr. Helser. 
The explanation on the back of the check is as follows: “Trip to 
St. Louis, Missouri.”” However, for some reason Mr. Helser did 
not take the trip to St. Louis and up to the present time has not 











returned the money to the Company. 

In the early summer of 1934 the Company entered into an agree- 
ment with J. Henry Helser & Company, of Portland, Oregon, 
whereby the latter would furnish the former information and 
advice concerning purchase and sale of bonds. In consideration 
for such services, J. Henry Helser & Company received one point 
on each sale and each purchase that was consummated by the 
Company upon his recommendation. Up to and as of February 28, 
1935, the American Life Insurance Company had paid J. Henry 
Helser & Company $4,850.00 and the Denver General Agency Com- 
pany had paid: them $1,270.00, making a total amount received by 
J. Henry Helser & Company of $6,120.00. 

It is apparent from an examination of the disbursements that 
the management of the Company has been very extravagant to 
say the least, as the monthly payroll for office employees has 
practically doubled in the last ten months. Also, the management 
executed a lease on practically the entire third floor of the Denver 
National Bank Building at an increasing scale of rental for a 
period of five years from September 1, 1934, and the rental under 
this lease today is almost double the rental paid by the company 
a year ago, although it must be admitted that the Company has 
more space at the present time; but it is questionable as to 
whether or not all the present space is needed. 

While on the subject of large and unusual expenses, it should be 
pointed out that Mr. N. J. O'Hanlon during the month of Novem- 
ber, 1934 spent approximately $700.00 in traveling expenses. The 
explanation given your examiners for the trins of Mr. O’Hanlon 
during the month of November, 1934 was that they were necessary 
in connection with the proper supervision of some of the Com- 
pany’s investments. However, in this connection, your examiners 
did not find where the Company had any investments in either 
Kansas City or Chicago, although Mr. O’Hanlon visited both of 
these places on one of these trips. 

It also is apparent that the officers of the Company spent con- 
siderable time and money traveling around the eountry attempting 
to purchase other life insurance companies, 

Early in December, 1934 the Company had pending certain nego- 
tiations whereby it was to trade 35,000 shares of its own capital 
Stock then owned by the Denver General Agency Company for the 
equity in the Flat Iron Building in San Francisco, provided the

Company would be permitted to carry same as an admitted asset 
in the amount of $175,000.00 by the Insurance Departments of 
Colorado and California. Correspondence in connection with this 
proposition discloses that it was then the plan of the American 
Life Insurance Company to declare a one hundred percent stock 
dividend, thus enabling the Company to qualify for admission to 
the State of California. In this connection, it should be borne 
in mind that the 35,000 shares of stock that were to be traded 
for the $175,000.00 equity had only cost the Denver General Agency 
Company $87,500.00. 

At the time the Denver General Agency Company was selling 
American Life Insurance Company stock to its policy holders 
during the summer and early fall of 1934, a proxy was secured 
from the policy holder after he had become a stockholder through 
the purchase of stock by use of his loan value, which proxy is 
as follows: 


“General Proxy” 


“I, the undersigned, do hereby make, constitute and 
appoint CHARLES W. HELSER my lawful agent, attorney 
and general proxy for and in my name, place and stead to 
vote all shares of stock of The American Life Insurance 
Company of Denver, Colorado, held or owned by me, or at 
any time standing in my name upon the books of the Com- 
pany at any regular, special or adjourned meetings of the 
stockholders of said Company. This appointment shall 
continue in full force until revoked by written notice de 
livered to the Secretary of the Company at the Home 
Office.”

The Company maintained a conservation department whereby it 
made a practice of rewriting policies on which there was indebted- 
ness. This department was under the management of Mr. F. E. 
Button who received a salary of $150.00 per week plus expenses. 
The rewriting of this business was very expensive to the Company, 
but your examiners have been given to understand that this prac- 
tice has been discontinued. 

On August 10, 1934 the Company purchased $10,000.00 par value 
4%4% Water Works Extension Bonds of the Town of Palisade, 
Colorado, from Heath, Larson & Company, which bonds were 
subsequently determined to have been forgeries. F. A. Heath and 
E. W. Larson, officers of Heath, Larson & Company were subse- 
quently indicted, being charged with having forged these bonds. 

Subsequently on February 8, 1935 indictments were returned on 
several counts against Mr. F. A. Heath, Mr. E. W. Larson, Mr. 
C. W. Helser, Mr. A. R. Seebass and Mr. N. J. O'Hanlon. It is 
the understanding of your examiners that these indictments, among 
other things, charged conspiracy on account of the manner in 
which the Company was purchased as hereinbefore set forth in 
this report. 

The Colorado General Agency Company, consisting of Mr. F. E. 
Button and Mr. D. E. Bone, hold a general agent's contract with 
the American Life Insurance Company, and on February §8, 1935, 
the day the above indictments were returned, the American Life 
Insurance Company issued two checks Nos. 69571 and 69572 in the 
amounts of $1,059.89 and $500.00, respectively payable to the order 
of said Colorado General Agency Company. On the same day the 
Colorado General Agency Company issued its check No. 188 in the 
amount of $500.00 payable to F. E. Button and another check No. 
189 in the amount of $500.00 payable to D. E. Bone. Both of these 
checks were signed by F. E. Button. The first check payable to 
Button was endorsed by him and cashed. Mr. Bone’s check in the 
amount of $500.00 bears an endorsement on the back thereof: 
“D. E. Bone By A. Thompson” and was paid by the First National 
Bank on which it was drawn. Your examiners are informed that 
these two checks to Mr. Bone and Mr. Button were used to pay 
the premium on the bail bond to secure the release of certain of 
the above mentioned parties after the indictments were returned 
against them. In connection with this transaction, Mr. F. E. Button 
was subsequently indicted.

Furthermore, in the Company's files were two mutilated checks 
Nos, 6958S and 69590 in the amount of $7,500.00 each which were 
apparently issued on February 9, 1935. The name of the payee has 
been cut from each of these checks as have been the signatures 
of the Company officials who executed them. These mutilated 
checks were never used and are now marked cancelled. What they 
were to be used for is a matter of conjecture, but any company 
should be severely criticized for so mutilating records. 

In view of these developments, the Insurance Commissioner of 
the State of Colorado secured a restraining order restraining any 
of the officers of the Company from voting any of the above 
mentioned general proxies or any other proxies of any stockholders 
at the Annual Meeting of the Company which was to have been 
held on February 19, 1935, or any adjournment thereof. This 
restraining order also restrains the officers of the Company from 
disposing of any of the assets of the Company or making any 
unusual disbursements other than those needed in the ordinary 
conduct of the Company’s affairs without the consent of the In- 
surance Commissioner of Colorado. In this order the annual stock- 
holders’ meeting which was to have been held as above stated on 
February 19, 1935 has been postponed until April 15, 1935. 


Scope 

The Company was examined as of December 31, 1930 by the 
Ins irance Departments of the States of Colorado, Oklahoma and 
Wyoming and was examined again by the Insurance Department of 
the State of Colorado as of August 31, 1934, the latter report 
having been dated October 31, 1934, 

The present examination covers the intervening period to Feb- 
ruary 28, 1935, excepting in so far as it was necessary to go back 
to May 11, 1934 in order to obtain a complete history of certain 
transactions. All disbursements were carefully scrutinized and 
assets and liabilities were determined as of February 28, 1935. 


Comments on Financial Statement 
Income and Disbursements 
All items of income and disbursements appear to be self-explana- 
tory and call for no special comment, excepting the decrease by 
adjustment in book value of bonds amounting to $120,288.43. The 


carried its bond account on the books at par value and this is an 
adjustment to bring the book value down to the Company’s amor- 
tized value as of last December 31. All bonds purchased since the 
first of the year have been placed on the books at cost or amortized 
value, 


Ledger Assets 
Real Estate, $415,334.83 

This real estate consists of farm lands and city property and 
property sold under contract of sale, located principally in Colorado 
and the City of Denver that have been taken over by the Company 
under foreclosure of former mortgages, with the exception of the 
Insurance Exchange Building, 810 14th Street, Denver, Colorado, 
which was purchased by the Company last January as the future 
Home Office building. The net book value of the Insurance Ex- 
change Building is $207,025.44, the Company assuming a mortgage 
thereon in the amount of $275,000.00. This future Home Office 
building was purchased from the Mountain States Telephone and 
Telegraph Company through The Realty Mortgage & Investment 
Company, which is a subsidiary of Van Schaack & Company. 

The American Life Insurance Company traded the following 
bonds at the following book values to the Denver General Agency 
Company in exchange for 10,000 shares of the capital stock of the 
American Life Insurance Company. The bonds so traded are as 
follows:

the Demorest Apartments with a book value of $31,472.85 and an 
$80,000.00 first mortgage loan on property of the Colorado Consis- 
tory, in exchange for the above mentioned $207,025.44 equity in the 
old telephone building, as above mentioned. In connection with 
this transaction, as same was handled through the Denver General 
Agency Company’s books the Gallup Independent Printing Company 
bonds and the Sierra Blanca, Texas, Water Works bonds were 
written off of the books of the Denver General Agency Company 
as being worthless. Also, the 10,000 shares, capital stock of the 
American Life Insurance Company that, went out of the Denver 
General Agency Company in the transaction was given a value of 
$5.00 per share on the books of the Denver General Agency. The 
net book result of this transaction to the Denver General Agency 
Company showed a loss of $7,053.83. However, if the stock of the 
American Life Insurance Company that was put into this trade 
had been taken out of the Denver General Agency Company at its 
original cost of $2.50, then the books of the Denver General Agency 
Company would have reflected a profit of $17,946. In connection 
with this transaction your examiners would call to your attention 
the fact, that, although the trading for the property at 810 14th 
Street was made in January, the entries were not put on the 
books of the American Life Insurance Company until February 19, 
1935 and all of the entries were not put on the books of the Denver 
General Agency Company until February 28, 1935. 

Deeds and abstracts to all of these properties were examined by 
the Colorado Insurance Denartment. No new appraisements were 
obtained at this time by the Colorado Insurance Department. The 
book value over market value of $4,037.53 as determined by the 
Colorado Insurance Department has been deducted as a non-ad- 
mitted asset. 


Mortgage Loans, $742,945.30 

This item was verified by the Colorado Insurance Department 
and consists entirely of first liens on unencumbered real estate. 
All papers,and documents in connection with these mortgage loans 
are, verified by the Colorado Insurance Department. 

As previously stated in this Report, Mr. C, W. Helser purchased 
a residence in Denver for $8,000.00, securing from the Company a 





mortgage loan thereon in the amount of $8,000.00 through Mr. W. F. 
Scheuneman. In view of the circumstances surrounding this mort- 
gage, your examiners have allowed same for two-thirds of the 
purchase price or $5,333.00. Mr. Helser has been paying up to and 
including February 1, 1935, $100.00 per month on said loan, said 
payment including both principal and interest. The principal of 
the loan is now paid down to $7,697.00. Hence, your examiners 
have deducted the excess of $2,364.00 of the unpaid principal over 
the allowed value as a non-admitted asset. 

In December, 1934 and January, 1935, the Denver General Agency 
Company purchased from one Ben Bronstine certain farm lands 
located in Alamosa, Conejos, Sahwateclh and Adams Counties, Colo 
rado, for a total consideration to Mr. Bronstine of $7,000.00. The 
Denver General Agency Company agreed to pay certain back taxes 
and, also, paid certain commissions so that the total cash out!ay 
for these properties in so far as the Denver General Agency Com 
pany was concerned was $10,290.65. These properties were then 
appraised by Mr. Arthur Le Van as being worth a total of $58,000.00 
and the Denver General Agency Company accordingly wrote up 
these properties on their books from the cost price of $10,290.05 
to a total worth of $58,000.00. The Denver General Agency Company 
then secured six mortgage loans totaling $29,000.00 on these prop 
erties from the American Life Insurance Company. It would appear 
to your examiners that the total cost of the properties would 
establish their value. Consequently, your examiners have allowed 
the $29,000.00 mortgage on these properties at a value of $5,145.33 
resulting in a deduction under non-admitted assets of $23,855.00. 
The total deduction on account of mortgage loans is therefore, 
$26,219.00. 

Mortgage loans totaling $85,715.00 are on deposit with the Colo 
rado Insurance Department.

It is felt by your examiners that the resolution of the National 
Convention of Insurance Commissioners permitting exchanges of 
bonds was meant to cover only certain isolated cases and was not 
meant to be applied in the manner that the Company has appar- 
ently done. Furthermore, the resolution of the Insurance Commis- 
sioners permitting exchanges carried a proviso that the exchange 
would only be permitted “for betterment of portfolio” and your 
examiners seriously question whether or not these exchanges have 
actually bettered the portfolio of the Company. Hence, the bonds 
have been amortized on the basis of actual market value at date 
of purchase and the excess of book value over amortized value of 
$90,571.64 has been deducted as a non-admitted asset.

On bonds in default, however, the actual market value on Feb- 
ruary 28, 1935 has been used, said market value having been ob- 
tained by your examiners from a highly respected and reputable 
pond house of the City of Denver. 

Government bonds of a par value of $26,800.00 are on deposit with 
the Colorado Insurance Department and bonds of the par value of 
$193,500.00 are pledged with the Denver National Bank as collateral 
secured for borrowed money. The remaining bonds were found in 
the Company’s safe deposit box and in the office, with the excep- 
tion of a few bonds that had been sold during the month of 
March and one issue, namely, the Texas-Louisiana Power Company 
bonds, amounting to $5,000.00, which had recently been sent to a 
policy holders protective committee. 

Many of the bonds owned by the Company were purchased, as 
previously stated in this Report, from Heath, Larson & Company 
on May 11, 1934, which was the day Heath, Larson & Company 
purchased contrel of the Company. Four of the bonds now owned 
by the Company that were purchased from Heath, Larson & Com 
pany are now in default as to interest. These bonds are:

Your examiners are reliably informed that Heath, Larson & Com- 
pany were heavily interested, if not the controlling factor, in all 
four of these companies. In this connection, your examiners were 
unable to obtain any market value whatsoever for Commonwealth 
Te'ephone Company bonds. Hence, they have not been allowed as 
an admitted asset. 

During the year 1934, the Company vnurchased $650,185.81, par 
value of bonds and sold $760,979.14, par value of bonds. It is, 
therefore, apparent to your examiners that the Company had a 
complete turn-over in its bond account in less than one year’s 
time. In connection with this large turn-over in the bond account, 
your attention is again directed to the agreement whereby J. Henry 
Helser & Company received one point commission on every pur- 
chase and every sale recommended by them. 

In connection with the bonds owned by the Company December 
31, 1934, your attention is directed to the following issues:

On the same day the Company 
sold $22,000.00, par value, Colorado Central Power Company bonds, 
to another bond house at approximately 69%. The first bond house 
from which bonds were purchased was requested to invoice the e 
bonds to the second bond house to whom the Colorado Central 
Powers were sold, and did so. The second bond house naid for the 
bonds the Company had purchased out of the funds they owed the 
Company from their purchase of the Colorado Central Powers and 
remitted the Company a check for the difference due them. How 
ever, the second bond house which purchased the Colorado Central 
Powers was requested by the Company to invoice the bonds the) 
had purchased from the first bond house and had bil'ed to the 
second bond house to the Company at inflated prices ranging ap 
proximately twenty-five points increase. This was done so that the 
Company would not show a loss on the sale of the Colorado Central 
Power bonds and was explained to your examiners as being merely 
“an exchange or betterment of portfolio.” 

In connection with the bonds purchased from Heath, Larson & 
Company on May 11, 1934, the $10,000.00 par value of the Palisade, 
Colorado bonds were determined to have been forgeries and were 
written off the Company’s books with a consequent loss to the 
Company in excess of $7,500.00. These Palisade, Colorado bonds 
were charged off before the end of the year 1934. 

The Company also purchased on May 11, 1934 from Heath, Larson 
& Company $34,000.00, par value, of Sierra Blanea, Texas Water 
Works Bonds and at December 31, 1934, the Comnany still owned 
$19,000.00, par value, of these bonds, the other $15,000.00 par value 
having been traded to the Denver General Agency Company during 
the month of December for certain real estate. Your examiners 
are informed that part of this issue of Sierra Blanca, Texas bonds

may be questionable. The remaining $19,000.00 of these bonds were 
traded to the Denver General Agency Company in January on the 
deal whereby the Company acquired title to the Insurance Ex, hange 
Building (old Telephone Building) located at 810 14th Street, Den- 
ver, Colorado. 

The Company also acquired $20,000.00, par value, Gallup Inde- 
pendent Printing Company bonds from Heath, Larson & Company 
on May 11, 1984 and traded them in on the acquisition of the Ip 
surance Exchange Building during the month of January, 1935, 
The Gallup Independent Printing Company was owned and oper 
ated by Heath, Larson & Company, and they were also interested 
in the Sierra Blanea, Texas Water Works, according to information 
which examiners deemed reliable. 

It was noted that on January 2, 1935, the Company borrowed 
$100,000.00 from the Denver National Bank which, together with 
some other funds on hand was used to purchase some $112,000.00, 
market value, of bonds. 

The Company also owns $20,400.00 in stocks, this being the entire 
capital stock of the Denver General Agency Company and same has 
been deducted as an asset not admitted by your examiners for the 
reason that it is not “an investment for insurance companies under 
the Colorado law.” Also, your examiners are of the opinion that 
this stock has no value. In attempting to determine whether or 
Agency Company has any value, your 
examiners prepared a Balance Sheet of the assets and liabilities 
of said Company. The unsecured accounts, such as Accounts Re 
ceivable and 


not the Denver General 


Agents’ Balances, have not been allowed as having 
any value whatsoever, as it is extremely questionable as to whether 
or not the Denver General Agency Company would ever be able to 
realize on the same. The Notes Receivable are secured entirely by 
stock of the American Life Insurance Company, or else are not 
secured at all. All unsecured accounts have been eliminated and 
the va'ue of other Notes Receivable that are secured by American 
Life Insurance Company stock have been allowed on a_ basis of 
$1.50 per share of American Life Insurance Company stock held as 
collateral. It is felt by your examiners that under all of the cir 
cumstances and conditions relating to the matter, a value of $1.50 
per share for American Life Insurance Company stock is very 
reasonable and, perhaps, quite liberal. The capital stock of the 
American Life Insurance Company owned by the Denver General 
Ageney has, of course, for reasons above stated, been valued at 
$1.50 ner share. The real estate owned by the Company, being the 
properties situated in Alamosa, Conejos, Sahwateh and Adams 
Counties which were purchased from Ben Bronstine and which have 
been discussed elsewhere in this Report and which were carried on 
the books of the Denver General 
have been allowed at actual cost, 


Ageney Company at $58,000.00, 
$10,290.65. The result of these 
valuations has been to show admitted assets of the Denver General 
Ageney Company as being $63,464.03 against liabilities, including 
enpital stock, of $67,805.80. It is in view of this showing that your 
exam ners have come to the cone!usion that the Denver General 
Agency does not have any value. 


Bixby Contract, $15,000.00 

Mr. Rex Bixby, the Manager of the Accident and Health Depart 
ment has a contract with the Company that runs for a period of 
five years, but which may be cancelled by the Company at the end 
of two years provided Mr. Bixby “makes a material or substantial 
breach of the contract”. This contract provides that Mr. Bixby 
is to receive a salary of $400.00 per month, and also is to receive 
$500.00 ner month for eighteen months as an advance against his 
commissions.

The announcement of a new General American Life policy plan— 
the Triple Income Plan—offering family income, retirement in- 
come and beneficiary survivorship income in one policy, was made 
at the 1935 Production Club’s Convention of General American Life 
fieldmen, held at Troutdale-in-the-Pines, Colorado, July 1, 2 and 3. 

The usual method of providing an insurance estate and at the 
same time having an insurance income after a certain age for the 
insured or the family of the insured, generally necessitated the 
writing of three individual policies to cover each specific need. 
First; the family income policy to replace the earning power of 
the head of the family, if he should die before the heaviest re- 
sponsibilities are taken care of—usually bought to provide income 
for the young widow with growing children. Second; the ordinary 
life policy to provide the usual death benefits—for the mature 
man’s family. Third; a life income at 60 or 65 policy to provide 
independence in declining years. 

The new General American Life Triple Income Plan combines 
all three of these and, in addition, provides old age income for 
the insured’s wife (for life) if he dies after 60 or 65 and she sur- 
vives him. Or, if neither survives, income is paid for ten years 
certain to anyone named as the beneficiary.

This company has been examined (Convention) by the states of 
Oklahoma, Washington and Idaho as of May 31, 1935, the financial 
report being prepared as of that date. The total income in the

ledger assets, $434,848; gross assets, $493,476; non-admitted assets, 
$8,283 ; admitted assets, $485,192; net reserve, $269,698; capital 
paid-up, $113,907; unassigned funds (surplus), $68,563. 

We reproduce certain of the examiners’ comments regarding the 
capital stock of the company, which is rather complicated. 

In June 1933 the capital structure was again changed by the 
adoption of the following amendment to the Articles of Incorpora- 
tion at a special meeting of stockholders called for the purpose: 

“Article IV. The amount of the capital stock of this corporation 
shall be $200,000.00 which shall be divided into 20,000 shares of 
the par value of $10.00 each, as follows:

Common Stock Class “B” ........ 10,520 shares

Each share of common stock shall be entitled to and have one 
yote. The preferred stock shall have no voting power except the 
power required by statute for an amendment of the Articles of 
Incorporation, 

Dividends 

Each share of preferred stock shall bear a preferential non 
cumulative dividend of six per cent. Subject to the dividend upon 
the preferred stock, each share of common stock shall receive a 
non-cumulative dividend of not to exceed twelve per cent. Subject 
to the six per cent dividend upon the preferred stock and the 
twelve per cent dividend upon the common stock, each share of 
common stock and each share of preferred stock shall participate 
equally in all dividends declared and paid from the earnings of 
the company.” 

Retirement of Preferred Stock 

On and after January 1, 1940, the preferred stock shall be sub 
ject to retirement by the Board of Directors by the issuance in its 
place and stead of 5000 shares of common stock to be known as 
Class “C’. That upon its retirement all outstanding preferred 
stock shall be exchanged for common stock Class “C” on the basis 
of one share of preferred stock for one-half share of common 
stock, plus a cumulative dividend of six per cent per annum for 
each full year said preferred stock is outstanding. Any dividend 
paid upon said preferred stock prior to retirement shall be a 
credit upon the retirement dividend. Prior to retirement each share 








of preferred stock, upon liquidation or distribution of the assets 
of the corporation, shall have a participation value of one-half of 
each share of common stock. Upon retirement and until exchanged 
each share of preferred stock shall be equal to one-half share of 
common stock in participation in dividends, profits, and assets of 
the company.” 

The amendment also provided for the recall of the then out- 
standing certificates of common stock aad an exchange therefor to 
be made on the following basis; Three shares of Class B stock 
be issued in exchange for four shares of the common stock of the 
par value of $10.00 then outstanding, and that six shares of Class 
B stock be issued in exchange for each share of the original issue 
of common stock of the par value of $100.00 then remaining out- 
standing. 

The amended articles also provided “that each share of common 
stock of the par value of $10.00 per share now outstanding shall 
be limited in value, voting power, and other privileges, including 
its participation in the dividends, profits and assets of the corpo- 
ration, to three-fourths of a share of common stock Class “B” pro- 
vided for herein, and that each share of common stock of the par 
value of $100.00 per share now outstanding shall be limited in 
value, voting power and other privileges, including its participation 
in the dividends, profits and assets of the corporation to six 
shares of common stock Class “B’” provided for herein.” 

The foregoing amendments to the Articles of Incorporation were 
approved by the Insurance Department of the State of Washington 
in June 1933. 

As a result of the adoption of the foregoing amendment the 
outstanding capital stock liability of the company was reduced 
$34,240.00, which represented one-fourth of the then outstanding 
capital stock. This amount was reflected in the annual statement 
of December 31, 1933 as a reduction in capital and a contribution 
to surplus. 

At the commencement of this examination there were outstand- 
ing upon the stock books of the company 21 certificates represent- 
ing 58 shares of the original issue of stock of the par value of 
$100.00 per share, and 60 certificates representing 2114 shares of 
the second issue of stock of the par value of $10.00 per share, 
which certificates had not been surrendered for exchange in accord- 
ance with the two amendments to the Articles of Incorporation 
referred to above. 


Contract for Sale of Capital Stock 

On September 10, 1933, with the approval of the Directors, a 
contract was entered into with the Great Northwest Finance Com- 
pany of Seattle for the sale of all of the 4,480 shares of Class A 
Common Stock and all of the 5000 shares of Preferred Stock 
authorized under the foregoing amendment to the Articles of 
Incorporation. 

The contract provided that the Finance Company purchase all 
of the Class A Common Stock at $27.50 per share and all of the 
Preferred Stock at $13.75 per share, for a total consideration of 
$191,950.00, for which amount the Finance Company executed its 
promissory notes, dated September 10, 1933 and bearing interest 
at the rate of 6% per annum after maturity as follows: $2,062.50 
each month on November 1, 1933 to May 1, 1934 inclusive; $3,093.75 
each month on June 1, 1934 to September 1, 1934 inclusive; $4,125.00 
each month on October 1, 1934 to November 1, 1937 inclusive; 
$8,387.50 on December 1, 1937. 

Upon payment of any, or any part of the notes, the Great North- 
west Life Insurance Company was to execute and deliver to the 
Finance Company certificates of its capital stock equal to the 
amount of payment on the basis of $27.50 per share for Class A 
Common Stock and $13.75 per share for the Preferred Stock. 

This contract was disapproved by the Insurance Department of

This report shows the company to be in possession of admitted 
assets of $14,051,198.16 and a surplus over all liabilities of $280,- 
288.65 which, with its capital of $250,000.00 provides a surplus of 
$530,288.65 to policyholders. 

Since the convention examination as of September 30, 1933 the 
surplus hag increased from $224,012.95 to $280,288.65, and the in- 
surance in force has increased from $89,030,975.00 to $90,167,541.00. 

The company’s liquid position is excellent. The investments 
are of very good quality, diversified and consist mainly of mort- 
gage loans and bonds.

TO THE STOCKHOLDERS: July 8, 1935 

The Board of Directors of The Pacific Mutual Life Insurance 
Company recommends to its stockholders that the stated stock 
of the Corporation be reduced from $5,082,000 to $508,200. This 
is to be accomplished by amending the articles of incorporation 
to provide for a reduction in the par value of the outstanding 
common capital stock from $10 per share to $1 per share. The 
amount of the reduction, $4,573,800, or $9 per share, is to be 
eredited to a reduction surplus. This additional surplus will be 
available to strengthen certain reserves of the Company if and 
when necessary.

Report of Examination—R eorganization 
Stapleton Suit 

The examination of this company completed by the Nebraska 
Insurance Department in a report dated May 21, 1935, the finan- 
cial figures being as of March 31, 1935, is reproduced following 
in certain sections. The report dealt particularly with the attempt 
made by the Pathfinder to purchase the National Old Line of 
Wichita, and the attempt of the Pathfinder to change from a 
mutual to a stock legal reserve basis, both of which moves were 
stated by the examiners for the Insurance Department to be 
illegal. The contract for re-writing the business is now in litiga- 
tion. 

Extracts from the report follow:

Dear Sir: 

Agreeable to your instructions, the undersigned representatives 
of the Nebraska Insurance Department, have made a _ Special 
examination of the accounts, records, and affairs of the 

PATHFINDER LIFE INSURANCE COMPANY 
Grand Island, Nebraska 
(formerly the Ancient Order of United Workmen of Nebraska), 
and the following is our report thereon: 


Scope 

The last previous examination of this company was also made 
by representatives of the Nebraska Insurance Department, as of 
February 5, 1934, the official date of the transformation from that 
of a Fraternal Benefit Society, to that of a Co-Operative Non- 
Profit Life Benefit Association, and the adoption of the corporate 
name of the PATHFINDER LIFE INSURANCE COMPANY. 

The date to which the accounts and operations have been 
checked in detail is March 31, 1935, as of which date we have 
compiled and attached hereto as a part of this report, a state- 
ment which reflects the financial position of the company on that 
date. 

The reasons for this special examination are that the Insur- 
ance Department had received advices indicating that several un- 
usual transactions had occurred during the year 1934, which if 
true, might have seriously affected the solvency of the company, 
or at least had a deterrent effect upon its progress. For the 
most part, these transactions embrace two major propositions, 
as follows: 

First: The illegal attempt which was made by the Pathfinder 
Life, a mutual legal reserve company, to purchase the assets and 
business of the National Old Line Insurance Company, of Wichita, 
Kansas, a stock legal reserve life company which was not in 
process of liquidation, by acquiring about 92.5% of its capital 
stock from Mr. O. F. Neal, of Omaha, Nebraska, for a considera- 
tion of $207,000.00, and 

Second: The contemplated transformation of the Pathfinder 
Life from that of a Mutual to a stock legal reserve life company, 
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and the illegal issuance and improper exchange of stock policies 
for mutual policies prior to receiving the approval of the Director 
of Insurance as to the stock forms of policies, or the approval 
of the policyholders of the proposed plan of stock transformation. 


History ; f : 
As previously stated, the company had its original inception 
as a Fraternal Benefit Association, and was incorporated in 1886. 


It continued as such until February 5, 1934, when it was changed 
to that of a Non-Profit Co-Operative Life Benefit Association, such 
transition being the legal procedure necessary under the Nebraska 
statutes to eventually become a mutual legal reserve life insur- 
ance company, that apparently being the ultimate aim and desire 
of the management and a majority of the company’s policyhold- 


ers, as on April 12, 1934, the Articles of Incorporation were again 
changed so that the company would function on the mutual 
legal reserve plan. 

Up to that time, all transformations appear to have been 
legally consummated and for a few months thereafter, definite 
progressive trends were discernible sufficient to justify the opin- 
jon that all changes that had been made, were for the best inter- 
ests of the policyholders as well as the company. 


Attempted Purchase—National Old Line Ins. Co. 

However, only three months later, namely on July 11, 1934, 
the following resolution (which is the first recorded action ac- 
cording to the Secretary’s minutes of the proceedings of the 
Board of Directors) that was taken by the Management looking 
to the acquisition of the National Old Line Insurance Company, 
of Wichita, Kansas, was duly passed: 

“Moved by Laflin, seconded by Pope, that President Pletcher 
and Attorney Higgins interview the Insurance Commissioner of 
Nebraska, and if he approves purchase of the company, then 
interview Mr. Neal, and if favorable, then go before the Charter 
foard of Kansas for final interview and report back to this 
Board.” 

According to the minutes of a Special Meeting of the Board 
of Directors held July 18, 1934, at which all members were pres- 
ent except Director Robertson, the following motions and resolu- 
tion, were passed: 


1. “Moved by Laflin, seconded by Little, that Attorney Higgins 
render us a written opinion that Pathfinder Life Insurance Com- 
pany cannot purchase the assets of the National Old Line Life 
Insurance Company of Wichita, Kansas, from O. F. Neal, owner 
of ninety-eight percent of stock of said company, as proposed 
in a certain contract submitted to the Board of Directors, drawn 
by T. 8S. Allen of Lincoln.” 

2. “Moved by Laflin, seconded by Pope, that President and 
Secretary and any other member of the Board of Directors, and 
General Attorney, call on Mr. Herdman and present him with 
contract of purchase of assets of National Old Line Insurance 
Company for acceptance or rejection; and in event of approval 
by Insurance Department, the President and Secretary are author- 
ized to complete execution of contract.” 

3. “Moved by Laflin, seconded by Hoye, that we convert enough 
of our Government Bonds into cash to pay $150,000.00 to O. F. 
NEAL, and that we issue check from this office for $4,700 to 
0. F. NEAL, and balance of $2,300 be issued to National Old 
Line Insurance Company.” 


Resolution 

4. “WHEREAS, MR. O. F. NEAL, the owner of 10,000 interim 
certificates of the National Old Line Insurance Company of 
Wichita, Kansas, and 131% of the outstanding permanent shares 
of stock of said corporation, has offered the assets represented 
by said interim certificates and shares of stock for sale to the 
Pathfinder Life Insurance Company, according to the terms of a 
written contract proposed by the said 0. F. NEAL. ss 

“Now, Therefore, Be it Resolved, that the Board of Directors 
of the Pathfinder Life Insurance Company do hereby authorize 
and empower the President and Secretary of the Pathfinder Life 
Insurance Company to affix their signatures to said contract as 
President and Secretary of said company and the seal of said 
company, for the purpose of entering into a binding contract 
for the purchase of the assets of said National Old Line Insur- 
ance Company of Wichita, Kansas, as represented by said shares 
of stock and interim certificates.” 

The minutes record the fact that all motions and the resolution 
were passed unanimously. 
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At this same meeting, the Board also passed a resolution to 
make formal application for permission to do business as a 
mutual company in the State of Kansas. Such application was 
made and the requisite permission was later granted by the 
Superintendent of Insurance in the customary way. 

The Secretary’s minutes of the proceedings of the Special 
Meeting of the Board held July 18, 1934, do not show that either 
of the Committees appointed at the meetings of July 1ith and 
July 18th, to interview the Director of Insurance of Nebraska 
relative to the legality of the proposed purchase of the Kansas 
Company, ever reported back to the Board the results of such 
interviews or conferences. 

For the purpose of clarifying the Secretary’s records in that 
respect, we have obtained sworn statements from Mr. Pletcher 
and Mr. Higgins, two of the members of those committees, which 
are, respectively, as follows: 

To Whom it May Concern: 

On July 11, 1934, Mr. Higgins and the undersigned were ap- 
pointed as a Committee to interview the Department of Insur- 
ance with regard to purchasing the National Old Line Insurance 
Company of Wichita, Kansas. 

On or about July 12, Mr. Higgins, Mr. Hoye and myself inter- 
viewed the Department of Insurance in regard to purchasing the 
National Old Line Life Insurance Company and the Department 
advised it would be well to interview Mr. Good, then Attorney 
General of the State of Nebraska. The Department made the 
appointment for us to confer with him. The Attorney General 
advised that we could purchase the assets of the National Old 
Line Life Insurance Company when it was liquidated and this 
information was orally reported to the Board of Directors on or 
about the seventeenth day of July, 1934. 

On or about July 17, Mr. Neal, Mr. Stapleton, Mr. Allen, 
one other member of the Board whose name I do not recall, and

myself were in the office of Mr. Allen and drew up the contract 
for the purchase of the above mentioned company. Mr. Allen and 
myself went to the Department where said contract was orally 
approved by the Department of Insurance for the purchase of the 
National Old Line Insurance Company. We returned to Grand 
Island and I called the Board of Directors to meet on July 18, 
and at this meeting I made an oral report of the purchase of the 
National Old Line Life Insurance Company in the presence of 
all members of the Board of Directors of the Pathfinder Life 
Insurance Company. 


On the evening of July 18, Mr. Neal, Mr. Allen and Mr. Staple- 
ton came to the office and we contracted to purchase said Na- 
tional Old Line Life Insurance Company and this was completed 
after 6:00 P. M. with all of the members of the Board of Directors 
of the Pathfinder Life Insurance Company present and voting 
upon the contract as finally agreed upon.

“TO WHOM IT MAY CONCERN: 


The day following the Board meeting of July 11, 1934, Mr. 
Pletcher, myself and one other member of the Board whose name 
I do not now recall, conferred with Insurance Commissioner 
Herdman regarding the legality of the matter under consideration. 
Mr. Herdman stated orally at that time, that he did not wish 
to pass upon the matter officially without first consulting the 








Attorney General. A conference was then arranged for and had 
that same afternoon with former Attorney General Good. who 
gave it as his opinion that the Pathfinder Life could purchase or 
contract to purchase the assets of the National Old Line to pe 
delivered after the latter company hal been liquidated. 


The following day, we went to Omaha and conferred with Mr. 
Neal, and advised him of Mr. Good's opinion and we could only 
contract with him on that basis. 


Mr. Neal would not listen to such an arrangement and I per. 
sonally talked with him for two hours or more about it. Mr. 
Neal finally agreed to all stipulations to be stated in the con- 
tract, such as guarantees against any outstanding agency con- 
tracts, claims of minority stockholders, unreported death claims, 
or other contingencies, to-wit: That all securities, documents and 
assets of any kind, except those on regular deposit with the 
Kansas Insurance Department, were in the hands of the officers 
of the National Old Life Insurance Co., or were in safety deposit 
boxes under their control, exactly as Rte had represented. So we 
did not do anything further while in Omaha on this trip, but 
went directly back to Lincoln, as Mr. Neal had stated that he 
could fix things up with the Nebraska Insurance Department so 
that immediate payment could be made to him. 


The following day or the day afterwards, we were in the office 
of Mr. Tom Allen, Mr. Neal's attorney in Lincoln, and a tentative 
contract for the purchase of Mr. Neal’s stock in the Kansas com- 
pany was drawn up; but again Mr. Neal refused to enter into 
the contract except upon the basis of immediate cash payment 
of his interest in the National Old Line Company; he also re. 
fused us permission to contact the Kansas Insurance Department 
regarding the matter, stating that he did not want the news 
to be spread that the Kansas company was for sale, and also that 
if we did not want the company, to say so and not do anything 
to hamper him in selling it to some one else, so we returned 
home again. 

Following my written opinion to the Board of Directors dated 
July 18, 1934, which was to the effect that the Pathfinder Life 
Insurance Company could not legally enter into a contract for 
the purchase of the National Old Life Insurance Company under 
the terms as stipulated by Mr. Neal, he and Mr. Tom Allen came 
to Grand Island, and both he and Mr. Allen represented to our 
Board that the proposed contract was perfectly legal, that the 
Insurance Department had approved the proposed contract upon 
the terms set forth therein for immediate payment, and it was 
upon the assurance of these two gentlemen that the Board voted 
to purchase the assets of the Kansas company, as represented 
by Mr. Neal’s interest therein, which demanded immediate pay- 
ment of the $157,000.00 to bind the purchase agreement, as pro- 
vided for in the resolution that was later passed by the Board, 
at the meeting of July 18, 1934. 


I, as a member of both committees appointed July 11th and 
July 18th, was not present at the time the contract as finally 
executed, was submitted to and received the approval of Com- 
missioner Herdman, as represented by Mr. Neal and Mr. Allen; 
however, I was informed that when the contract was submitted 
to Mr. Herdman, he turned to Mr. Allen and said, ‘Tom, is this 
O. K.?’ and upon receiving an affirmative response, gave his oral 
approval thereto. 


The foregoing is a true and complete statement of what trans- 


pired in respect to the purchase of the National Old Line Insur- 


ance Company by the Pathfinder Life Insurance Company, as I 
verily believe and affirm,

Mr. Higgins’ written opinion dated July 18, 1934, as given to 
the Board of Directors of the Pathfinder Life Insurance Company, 
mentioned in his foregoing sworn statement, is herewith given 
in full as follows: 
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“pathfinder Life Insurance Co., 
Grand Island, Nebraska. 


Gentlemen : 

This is to advise you that I have earefully examined the con- 
tract for the sale of the National Old Line Life Insurance Com- 
pany of Wichita, Kansas, as prepared by Mr. T. S. Allen for 
Mr. O. F. Neal, who proposes to sell said company under said 
contract to the Pathfinder Life Insurance Company, and I am of 
the opinion that said contract for sale is illegal for the following 
reasons : 

1. Said contract is apparently for the delivery of assets of said 
insurance company, as represented by the shares of stock owned 
by Mr. Neal, and said contract contemplates at the time for the 
payment by the Pathfinder Life Insurance Company that Mr. Neal 
will deliver to the Pathfinder Life Insurance his shares of stock 
in said company as security for the delivery of said assets to- 
gether with the power of attorney to use said stock as the said 
Pathfinder Life Insurance Company may see fit. 


2, In my opinion said sale is nothing more or less than a sub- 
terfuge for the actual sale of said stock in said corporation for 
the reason that an Individual cannot sell the property of a cor- 
poration, but can only transfer his shares of stock of said corpo- 
ration and any transfer of the assets or the sale thereof, must 
be made by the corporation itself. And for the further reason that 
the contract does not contemplate that Mr. Neal will do any of 
the things necessary for the actual transfer of the assets of said 
corporation to the Pathfinder Life Insurance Company, but merely 
receives his money, transfers his stock, and then quits. 


8. 1 am further of the opinion that said contract is illegal for 
the reason that a mutual life insurance company cannot invest 
its funds in the shares of stock of a life insurance stock company, 
as this question has been passed on by our own Supreme Court 
in the case of the Globe Life Insurance Company, and has been 
made a rule of the Nebraska Department of Insurance and I am 
of the further opinion that if a policyholder of the Pathfinder 
Life Insurance Company brought an action to restrain the Path- 
finder Life Insurance Company from investing its assets in said 
shares of stock, that the Court would grant such request and 
might compel the Board of Directors of the Pathfinder Life In- 
surance Company to individually purchase said shares of stock 
from the Pathfinder Life Insurance Company out of their personal 
funds and reimburse the assets of the Pathfinder Life Insurance 
Company. 


4. This proposition was put up to the Insurance Department 
of the State of Nebraska and Mr. Gribble submitted the follow- 
ing question to the Attorney General of the State of Nebraska: 
‘Can a mutual legal reserve life insurance company, operating 
in the State of Nebraska, purchase the stock of a foreign life 
insurance company with the intention of immediately liquidating 
said company, re-insuring its business and securing its assets and 
merging them with the business of a Nebraska company, and if 
the same can be done, how long a time will the Nebraska com- 
pany be given for the purpose of such liquidation?’ Mr. Good, 
the Attorney General, answered as follows: ‘Under no circum- 
stances, can a Nebraska mutual legal reserve life insurance com- 
pany invest its funds in the stock of any other insurance company, 
regardless of how soon it intends to liquidate said stock. This, 
however, does not bar a Nebraska mutual legal reserve life in- 
surance company from purchasing the assets and the business 
and re-insuring the insurance contracts of a foreign stock life 
insurance company, providing the owners of the stock life insur- 
ance company have started in to liquidate the company and have 
gone far enough so that the liquidating agent has been appointed 
and given authority to dispose of the assets of said company and 
to reinsure its business.’ Mr. Good further stated that a con- 
tract with the owners of the stock company, whereby the mutual 
company agreed to purchase the assets, might be drawn before 
the liquidation started, to become effective when the business of 
the stock company could be purchased from the liquidating agent 
in the manner above set forth. 

Since the views of the Attorney General of the State agree with 
my own, I believe that the contract proposed is nothing more or 
less than a sale of stock to the Pathfinder Life Insurance Com- 
pany and is, therefore, illegal.

In the third paragraph of Mr. Pletcher’s foregoing sworn state- 
ment he makes mention of the fact that Mr. Frank M. Stapleton 
was also present at the conference held in Mr. Allen’s office on 
or about July 17th, which incident may have more than 
ordinary significance at that stage of the negotiations, since Mr. 
Stapleton, on October 13, 1934, was given a contract to change 
over the mutual policies to stock forms of policies. Further com- 
ment in reference to that feature of the transformation plan, will 
be found on pages 18 to 21 of this report. 

The contract which the Pathfinder entered into with Mr. O. F. 
Neal, and orally approved by Director of Insurance Herdman, 
of the Nebraska Insurance Department, relative to the purchase 
of Mr. Neal’s stock interests in the National Old Line Insurance 
Co., for the sum of $207,000.00, provided for payment of $157,000 
in cash, and that the remainder of $50,000 would be paid in 
quarter-annual installments of not less than $2,500, with interest 
at 5% per annum on unpaid balances payable quarter-annually. 

The contract also provided for a deposit in escrow of $50,000 
with the First National Bank of Grand Island as Trustee for 
the benefit and protection of Mr. Neal’s interests. 

Copies of the Agreement made with Mr. Neal, the Trust Agree- 
ment made by the Officers and Directors of the Pathfinder cover- 
ing the stock which was purchased from Mr. Neal, and the Escrow 
Receipt given by the First National Bank of Grand Island, Ne- 
braska, for a deposit of $50,000 indemnifying Mr. Neal for the 
$50,000 remainder due him as provided for in the original pur- 
chase contract, are hereto appended, in the order mentioned, 
to-wit:

“This agreement made and entered into this 18th day of July, 
1934, by and between O. F. Neal, owner of all of the 10,000 interim 
certificates issued and outstanding by the National Old Line In- 
surance Company of Wichita, Kansas and owner of 131 shares of 
the permanent stock certificates out of the total of 286 shares 
outstanding, hereinafter called the seller, and the Pathfinder Life 
Insurance Company of Grand Island, Nebraska, hereinafter called 
the buyer.

“As security for the payment of said unpaid balance, the Path- 
finder Life Insurance Company agrees and does deposit herewith 
$50,000.00 worth of security to be approved by the seller and de- 
posited with the First National Bank of Grand Island and held 
in escrow, subject to agreement the 
hereto. 

“1. The seller agrees that the $50,000.00 in securities deposited 
with the First National Bank of Grand Island in escrow and the 
$50,000.00 of deferred indebtedness due the seller shall be further 
held and be for the purpose guaranteeing to the buyer that the 
bonds and mortgages, which are the property of the National 
Old Line Insurance Company of Wichita, Kansas, are in safety 
deposit boxes as represented, or on deposit with the State 
surance Department of the State of Kansas.

“WHEREAS, the Pathfinder Life Insurance Company purchased 
the assets as represented by certain shares of stock of the Na- 
tional Old Line Life Insurance Company, of Wichita, Kansas, 
from O. F. Neal and in order to proceed with the liquidation of 
said National Old Line Life Insurance Company of Wichita, 
Kansas, it became necessary to secure the voting control of the 
stock of suid Company by securing the actual transfer of said 
shares of stock to the officers of the Pathfinder Life 
Company, and 

“WHEREAS, for the purpose of securing control of said Na- 
tional Old Line Life Insurance Company, Forty (40) shares of 
said Capital Stock and a Certificate of Ownership of Twenty- 
Nine Hundred Ninety-Six (2996) shares of Capital Stock of said 
Company held in trust were transferred to John E, Hoye; and 
Fifty-one and one-half (51%) shares of Capital Stock of said 
Company and Four Thousand (4000) shares of stock as repre- 
sented by a Certificate of Ownership of Capital stock held in 
trust were transferred to Henry L. Pletcher; and Forty shares 
(40) of the Capital stock of said Company and its Certificate of 
Ownership for Three Thousand and Four (3004) shares of the 
Capital stock of said Company held in trust were transferred to 
Stanley D. Long.

The records also show that on July 18, 1934, an Escrow Agree- 
ment was made and entered into between the Pathfinder Life 
and Mr. O. F. Neal, with the First National Bank of Grand 
Island, as Trustee, and a deposit of $50,000 in bonds acceptable 
to Mr. Neal, was made in that bank agreeable to the provisions 
of the original purchase contract, and which provisions were in- 
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culeated as a part of the Escrow Receipt given by the bank, in 


D the following words and form, to-wit:

“Received of the Pathfinder Life Insurance Company the securi-

“The Pathfinder Life Insurance Company shall have the right 
to substitute other securities of equal grade and value subject to 
the approval of O. F. Neal. 

“The Pathfinder Life Insurance Company shall have the right 
to pay any or all of the balance of this contract at any time. 

“It is further agreed that the Paragraphs 1, 2, 3, and 4 of 
original contract, dated July 18, 1934, are hereby made a part 
of this escrow agreement. 

“The seller agrees to furnish abstracts showing geod titles to all 
real estate owned by the National Old Line Life Insurance Com- 
pany.

We do wish to point out in this connection, that the corporate 
records do not show that the Escrow Agreement has yet been 
cancelled, but the deposit thereunder of $50,000 was withdrawn 
on or about October 3, 1934, on which date the remainder of 
$50,000 due Mr. Neal under the original purchase contract, was 
paid to him,—$25,000 in cash and $25,000 in bonds, which trans- 
action was duly authorized by the Board of Directors on October 
2, 1934. 

As a part of Item 11, on page 4, of the company’s 1934 annual 
statement, the amount of $207,000.00 has been included as a ledger 
asset, and described as “Business and Assets of National Old 
Line Life Insurance Company, as Contracted For, Controlled By, 
and Will, Upon Completion, become a Part of the Assets of This 
Company”. 

Your examiners are of the opinion that the payment of this 
$207,000 to Mr. Neal, in reality, amounted to nothing more than 
the purchase of a majority of the capital stock of the National 
Old Line company, and as such would normally be deducted as 
an “Asset Not Admitted” for the reason that the transaction 
was doubtless illegal in character and had no asset value of which 
the Pathfinder could become possessed since the Kansas company 
was not in process of liquidation; and, while in the normal audit 
of the Pathfinder’s 1934 statement as filed, or if this examination 
were being made as of December 31, 1934, such deduction as an 
asset not admitted, would unquestionably be made, we doubt the 
propriety, under the circumstances, of now amending or chang- 
ing the statement in this respect, for the reason that on March 
22, 1935, Mr. Neal repurchased the stock in the National Old Line 
that he had previously sold to the Pathfinder and paid therefor 
the full amount of $207,000.00 in cash and bonds that he had 
originally received for it from the Pathfinder Life Insurance Com- 
pany. 

Much of the credit for obtaining repayment of this $207,000.00 
is due to the untiring efforts of the Insurance and Attorney Gen- 
eral’s Departments. Those Departments have also endeavored in 
many ways to save the company from further financial losses, 
exploitation and probable wreckage, which we believe would have

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been the ultimate result, had not prompt measures been taken 
to prevent the final consummation of the proposed stock trans- 
formation plan hereinafter specifically referred to under that gen- 
eral heading. 

There are, however, a few other changes and corrections to be 
made in the 1934 statement, the particulars of which are given 
herein on pages 33 to 40, under the caption: “Corrections and Com- 
ments—1934 Annual Statement”. 


Stock Transformation—Pathfinder Life 

According to the records, about the time the purchase of the 
stock control of the Kansas company was concluded with Mr. 
Neal as hereinbefore outlined, the Management of the Pathfinder 
began laying necessary plans for transformation of the company 
from that of a mutual to a stock basis, and to the consummation 
of which almost the entire time, energy and expense of the Presi- 
dent and some of the Directors of the company, were devoted and 
expended. This resulted greatly to the disadvantage of the mu- 
tual organization as practically no effort was made by the man- 
agement looking toward the further production of participating 
business for the last five months of 1934 nor for the first four 
months of 1935. 

A careful analysis of the cost of the two propositions combined 
to and including February 28, 1935, amounted to $48,278.70, which 
includes the Stapleton account item of $25,791.20, that appears in 
our statement herewith at Lines 10% and 39, and is deducted as 
a “Not Admitted Asset’. 

The proposed Comprehensive Plan of Stock Transformation as 
adopted by the Board of Directors, a copy of which we have in- 
cluded in this report, at pages 15 to 18 inclusive, was approved 
for submission to the policyholders, by the then Director of In- 
surance, Mr. Lee Herdman, in a letter dated December 20, 1934, 
reading as follows: 


“Pathfinder Life Insurance Company, 
Grand Island, Nebraska 
Gentlemen: 7 
“I have given consideration to the comprehensive plan for 
change of your Company from a mutual to a stock company and 
have examined the proposed amended and substituted Articles of

It is our understanding that a copy of the above letter of 
Director of Insurance Herdman, was not retained to complete 
the Insurance Department’s files on the subject, and that it was 
necessary to write to the company for a photostatic copy of it 
which was promptly furnished. Furthermore, it is also our under- 
standing that after diligent inquiry, you were unable to ascertain 
that any one else in the Insurance Department knew of Mr. 
Herdman’s having written the foregoing letter, or were even 
orally informed that the plan had been approved by him for 
submission to the policyholders.

“BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that immediately upon the 
incorporation of the proposed stock company each and every 
policyholder of the present Company shall be entitled to exchange 
his policy, provided the same is in good standing, for a new 
policy to be issued by the stock company and for the protec- 
tion of the present policyholders an agreement shall be entered 
into between the present Company and the proposed stock com- 
pany by the terms of which the stock company shall issue to the 
present policyholders a new policy in exchange for the policy 
now held by said policyholder, and upon all policies now in 
good standing issued by the present company being exchanged 
for new policies issued by the proposed stock company, an equita- 
ble proportion of the reserve shall be transferred, assigned, set 
over and delivered by the present company to the proposed stock 
company, such equitable proportion to be determined in accord- 
ance with insurance principles by recognized actuaries and sub- 
ject to the approval of the Insurance Department of the State of 
Nebraska, such consummation to be carried out in accordance with 
a practical plan under the advice and counsel of the Insurance 
Department of the State of Nebraska.’” 


“In further consummating the plan of incorporation, the policy- 
holders shall be notified of a meeting at which this plan of in- 
corporation is proposed to be carried out and a letter in sub- 
stantially the following form will go to all policyholders, at the 
last address shown on the books of the Company: 


“Dear Policyholder: 

“‘after several years of preliminary work on the part of the 
officers of your Company, we have now arrived at the place where 
we can proceed to capitalize as a stock company. The business 
outlook justified this progressive step and in the opinion of the 
Board the capitalization of the Company will be for the best in- 
terest of the Policyholders. 

“Enclosed herewith is a copy of a resolution which will explain 
the details of the plan. You will note that the surplus of the 
Company will be allocated to the policyholders so that each policy- 
holder will get stock for substantially his portion of the allocated 
surplus, if he chooses, and this will give him a participation in 
the earnings of the Company in the future. Future policyholders 
will not be accorded this privilege unless they too purchase stock 
from the Company. 

“‘The privilege of changing the surplus allocated to your policy 
into stock of the Company is a valuable one for you but if you 
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do not choose to take the stock, this allocated surplus will be 











applied on premiums due or to become due on your policy. 

“*We hope you will give this plan careful consideration and 
express your approval of the same by attending the meeting at 
which the plan is to be presented. The Board is pleased with 
the prospect of changing the Company from a mutual to a stock 
company and feels that it has accomplished a very beneficial 
result in submitting to you the plan outlined herein.

Further in connection with the consummation of the Stock 
Transformation Plan, we wish to especially point out that more 
than two months prior to receiving the approval of the Director 
of Insurance just previously mentioned, the Board of Directors 
authorized the officers of the Pathfinder Life to enter into an 
agreement with Mr. Frank M. Stapleton, whereby he was en- 
gaged upon a commission basis of compensation, to substitute 
various forms of Stock policies for the participating forms of 
policies then in force. The agreement with Mr. Stapleton is dated 
October 13, 1934, and although a copy of it is on file in your 
office, we are also including a copy in this report, to-wit: 


Agreement 

“THIS AGREEMENT made and entered into this 13th day of 
October, 1934, by and between PATHFINDER LIFE INSUR- 
ANCE COMPANY, party of the first part, and FRANK M. STA- 
PLETON, party of the second part, WITNESSETH: 

“In consideration of the mutual covenants of the parties hereto, 
each of the parties agree to do and perform the following, to-wit: 

“(1) The first party agrees to supply to the second party a full 
and complete list of all of the names, addresses, numbers of

when two-thirds of the present policies have been exchanged; pro-

In compliance with the terms of this agreement, the manage- 
ment printed and issued several forms of stock policies on its 
mutual policyholders and turned them over to Stapleton to effect 
the desired substitutions. This exchange work was commenced 
about the middle of November 1934, and in addition to the stock 
policies, the company also furnished him to be delivered to each 
policyholder transferring, a copy of the comprehensive plan, 4 
copy of the President’s transmittal letter advocating the policy 
holder’s acceptance of the plan, and a copy of a letter for the 
policyholder’s signature, addressed to the company, giving his or 
her approval or acceptance of the stock plan, together with 4 
document purporting to be the policyholder’s proxy which was 
to be voted by the President of the company in the event the 
member did not personally attend the meeting which was later 
ealled to ratify the stock plan. 

Under this arrangement, quite a large percentage of the policy- 
holders had been contacted by Stapleton and his agents, and 
forced to take whatever stock form of policy had been prepared 
for them in advance, about a month prior to the date the stock 
transformation plan had been approved by the Director of Insur- 
ance for submission to the policyholders; and since the stock 
policy forms had not been and never were approved by the In- 
surance Department for issuance, as required by law, and the 
proposed plan of stocking the company has now been definitely 
abandoned, it necessarily follows, we believe, that all of these 
stock policies were illegally issued and placed, and should be 
and are regarded as having no force and effect upon the lives 
of the policyholders accepting them. 

It is also our opinion that this premature action of the Board 
of Directors and officers of the company, as well as the acts of 
all other parties concerned in the policy exchange arrangemeit, 
constitute sufficient basis to warrant the charge of gross mis- 
management by the Board of Directors and gross misrepresenta- 
tion by Stapleton and his agents that has resulted in inestimable

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loss of prestige as well as heavy financial loss to the company. 

Due legal notices were mailed to the policyholders during the 
remaining days of December 1934, setting the date for a special 
meeting of the policyholders to be held on January 30, 1934, for 
the purpose of passing upon the stock transformation plan. 
However, due to a typographical error in preparing the notice 
sent out wherein the year 1934 was specified instead of 1935, a 
correction notice was sent out by the Secretary on January 2, 
1935, changing the date for holding this meeting to February 5, 
1935. 

During this interim, it developed that many policyholders ob- 
jected to the stock transformation plan and to the forced ex- 
change of their mutual policies for stock policies, to such an 
extent that certain groups of policyholders applied for and were 
granted order by Judge E. G. Kroger, of the Hall County Dis- 
trict Court, dated at 10:30 A. M., February 5, 1935, temporarily 
restraining further activity in the stock transformation plan and 
also halting the policy exchange work under the Stapleton 
contract. 

The special meeting of the policyholders called for February 
5, 1935, to finally pass upon the stock transformation plan, was 
duly convened on that date, but nothing was done on account of 
the restraining order. We are informed that the proceedings 
said to consist mostly of statements, arguments or speeches, by 
attorneys and others, both for and against the proposition, were 
recorded verbatim by a court reported and that a transcription 
of the reporter’s shorthand notes has not yet been ordered or 
made, on account of the cost involved. 

Your examiners are further informed that the meeting adjourned 
or recessed to February 20th, from which date, the Secretary’s 
records show that the meeting was again recessed to March 22nd, 
1935, and still again to April 3rd, 1935, on which latter date the 
special meeting is recorded as having been convened with the 
following policyholders present: 

Henry L. Pletcher, William Ritchie, Jr., John E. Hoye, Frank- 
lin E. Pope, Ray M. Higgins, F. H. Marnell, Stanley D. Long, 
Harry Grimminger. 

The minutes of this meeting indicate that several matters per- 











taining to the management and operation of the company were 
informally presented by Mr. Ritchie, of the Policyholders’ Com- 
mittee, but no legal action was taken upon any of them at the 
meeting; however, on motion to that effect, the meeting was 
legally adjourned sine die. 

This definite adjournment was in general conformity with one 
of the various resolutions passed by the Board of Directors at 
a special meeting held in the office of the Director of Insurance 
in Lincoln, on March 22, 1935, all of which, were as follows:

We find that all of the foregoing resolutions have been given 
full force and effect with the exception of Resolution No. 5, rela- 
tive to the institution of a suit against Frank M. 
recover the monies which had been advanced to 
traveling expenses of himself and agents up to 
agreement was cancelled. 

The company’s attorney, Mr. Ray M. Higgins, was unable to 
obtain service upon Mr. Stapleton until March 27th, 1935, and 
just as he was preparing to file the company’s suit, the Clerk of 
the Court informed Mr. Higgins that Stapleton had filed a suit 
against the Pathfinder just a few moments before, praying for 
a judgment of $51,619.86, plus interest ‘and of the 
alleging breach of contract. 

Since the commencement of this examination in the fore part 
of February, 1935, this company’s affairs and financial condition 
have received the very close attention and supervision of the 
Nebraska Insurance Department, with the result that all un- 
necessary operating expenses were eliminated and all agency con- 
tracts which provided for salaries and travel expense allowances 
in addition to regular commissions, were cancelled and terminated 
as of February 28, 1935. 

We are therefore pleased to record in this report that 
many conferences between the Director of Insurance, various 
attorneys for the so-called Policyholder’s Committees, the officers 
and directors of the company and their attorneys, a temporary re- 
organization of the company was accomplished at a special meet- 
ing of the Board of Directors which was held in Grand Island, 
Nebraska, on April 27, 1935. 

At that meeting, all Directors of the company presented their 
resignations but only the following were accepted and their suc- 
cessors duly elected:

Also at this special meeting of the Board of Directors held 
April 27, 1935, Mr. David Kaufmann, of Grand Island, Nebraska, 
was unanimously elected President of the company, to 
Henry L. Pletcher, resigned. 

Also at this same meeting, an agreement was reached between 
the respective attorneys and all concerned, whereby pen‘ing suits 
each of the four Directors whose resignations were ac- 
cepted, would be dismissed with prejudice; and that those whose 
resignations were not accepted would have their suits dismissed 
without prejudice. Proper motion to the above effect was duly 
prepared and filed with the Hall County District Court on April 
th, and the Order of Dismissal was issued on that date.

Comments 

Our audit of the 1934 accounts did not disclose that any errors 
had been made that affect the items listed on Pages 2 and 3. of 
the annual report; however, we wish to point out that the Total 
Disbursements, (Line 35, page 3) of $421,074.78, exceed the Total 
Income, (Line 29, page 2) $308,026.51, by over $113,000.00, a con- 
dition so unusual and unexpected in such a small company, that 
some probable causes for it should be presented: 

Our first observation is, that while the first four disbursement 
items on Page 3, show: 

Total Payments to Policyholders of $277,987.00, there would re- 
main only an approximate amount of $30,040.00 with which to 
take care of all the other financial obligations of the company 
provided it was the intent (and incidentally we think it should 
be the ultimate goal to keep the total disbursements less than 
the gross receipts), our analvsis of the expenditures made readily 
that if proper supervision had been given to 
them down to the lowest possible minimum, 
for 1984 should not have exceeded the 
$50,000.00 at the most, instead of more 
they actually did.
